What Democrats Think of 
Their Leader. 


Bayard to Nominate Cleveland at 
the Chicago Convention. 


Both Sides Hopetul of Winning in 
Rhode Island Today. 


California Democrats will Hold Their 
_ State Convention at Fresno— Results 
of Municipal Elections in 
East and West. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Burrato (N. V.,) April 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A thousand men 
bearing banners and transparencies 
and headed by a band of music escorted 
ex-Secretary Charles N. Fairchild, ex- 
Mayor William Grace and Hon. Frank 
M, Thornton tonight to Music Hall, 
where were gathered 2000 people to 
hear their protests against the snap 
convention” and their reasons for re- 
volt against the alleged bossism which 
has dictated and dominated, The as- 
semblage included many ladies, some 
Republicans and a few Hill Democrats, 
The meeting was practically of one 
kind, however, and the only dissenting 
voice heard was raised by a semi-in.- 
ebriated individual, who was promptly 
ejected. Much inthusiasm was shown, 
particularly at the trenchant satire of 
Frank M. Thornton, whose pungent ora- 
tory kindled the audience to a fever 
heat, 

John Irebacher, president of the Erie 
County Democratic Club, a pew organ- 
ization formed by Cleveland men, 
called the meeting to order and nom- 
inated Hon. Charles F. Bishop, the 
Mavor, to preside, His Honor spoke 
hopefully of the great movement to se- 
cure proper representation of the De- 
mocracy as a party at the national 
convention and briefly reviewed the 
history of the movement which 
prompted this meeting. 

Ex-Secretary Fairchild was the next 
speaker. In part he said: 95 

We propose to prove our case by going to 
the — le, by going to our constituency 
and asking them to give us our credentials 
with which to go to Chicago to represent 
them. We propose to present our case to 
the national convention, to address our- 
selves to the reason and judgment of those 
who sit upon our case, and, too, we propose 
to abide by the result loyally and faith- 
fully, and all we ask of our opponents is 
that they be prepared, as we are, to abide 
by. the decision of the last tribunal of the 
party. 

Ex-Mayor Grace of New York said:. 

We, too, are Democrats; we think democ- 
racy stands for something more than suc- 
cess in a game where personal advantage 
is exalted above principle, and where or- 
ganization is extolled as thé end of the 
party's effort and as a means through which 
the political conscience of the masses man- 
ifests itself. More than 50,000 Democratic’ 
voters residing in this metropolis will, with- 
out doubt, signify their desire to be repre- 
sented at Chicago by a delegation which 
will truly and tully represent the pre- 
ponderating majority of the Democratic 
voters of the Empire State. 

Hon. Frank M. Thornton was the last 
speaker. Referring to Senator Hill he 
said: 

In his reckless campaigning after the 
nomination he has shown himself ready to 
obstruct and trifie with tariff reform and to 
tamper with the stability of honest people's 
money to the inevitable destruction of the 
Democratic party and the irretrievable 
ruin of the business of the country. Within 
the last three months be has been for tariff 
reform and against tariff reform; against 
a “nibbling” tariff reform for a 
‘nibbling:’’ he has been for free 
coinage and against it and has mys- 
teriouslys straddled due South by, North 
upon it; and so this burlesque political skirt 
dancer cavorts and kicks and twists and 
turns and bows and smirks and throws 
kisses at political bald heads and tries to 
palm himself off as an innocent young 
thing of beauty and a joy forever aud a 
Delsartean dream of grace; when all the 
while he is simply making an indecent ex- 
posure of himself asa political free walker, 
offering himself body and soul at the low 
price of a vote ora delegate. 

WasHinaton, April 5.—A special from 
Wilmington, Del., says that Ex-Secre- 
tary Bayard will nominate Grover 
Cleveland at Chicago and will support 
him.

CALIFORNIA DEMOCRATS. 


They Will Hold Their State Convention at 
Fresno May 17. 

San Francisco, April 5.—[By the As: 
sociated Press.] The Democratic State 
Central Committee met here today, with 
eighty members present, forty-seven 
proxies being represented. Chairman 
Russell Wilson called the meeting to 
order. C. F. Hanlon opened the pro- 
ceedings by presenting a resolution pro- 
viding that no person be allowed to act 
by proxy unless he is a member of the 
county which the proxy represents. 
This resolution precipitated a iengthy 
argument. 

Finally a motion to lay Hanlon’s res- 
olution on the table was carried by a 
vote of 51 to 25. R. P. Hammond, Jr., 


H. J. Corcoran, J. D. Carr, E. H. 
Tucker and Fred Cox were appointed a 
Committee on Credéntials. he Com- 


mittee on Order of Business was ap- 
pointed as follows: Max Popper, San 
Francisco; Eugene Germain, Los An- 
geles; A. C. Pausell, Stockton; J. F. 
‘Thompson, Humboldt; W. R. Jacobs, 
Tulare. 

When it came to the vote to decide 
where the State couvention should be 
held Fresno had everything its own 
wav. C. F. Hanlon moved that Fresno 
de selected, and W. R. Jacobs and E. D. 
Edwards also made short speeches in 
favor of that town, Fred Cox spoke 
for Sacramento and H. J. Corcoran of 


in favor of Fresno. 

When the question came to a vote and 
Fresno had received 122 votes to 8 for 
Sacramento, Cox moved Fresno be 
unanimously selected, which was done. 
The date of the convention was fixed 
for May 17,

Regarding tomorrow's election political 
prophets are somewhat at sea as to the 
result. The most reliable'Republicans's 
claim, comiug from workers who are 
conversant with the detail of affairs, is 
that there willbe noelection forthe 
State ticket. The Democrats will have 
slight plurality upon some of the nomi- 
nees and the Legislature will be solidly 
Republican in both branches. 

The Democrats advance no claim be- 
yond saying that they will elect the 


‘State ticket, but they appear very con- 


fident. The new elements.entering into 
the present contest are so diversified 
that calculations based upon precedent 
are not regarded with much faith by 
leaders of either party. 


Republicans Carry Tacoma, 

Tacoma (Wash.) April 5.—The munici- 
palelection today resulted in the elec- 
tion of H. S. Huson (Rep.) for Mayor. 
The Republicans also elect a majority 
of the City Council, treasurer and city 
physician. The controller is in doubt. 
Huson received about 150 majority ina 
total vote of 7500.

Mapripv, April 6.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The excitement 
caused by an attempt made yesterday 
to blow up the building in which the 
Cortes meets does not abate. On the 
contrary further particulars of the at- 
tempted outrage cause the public to be- 
come more indignant and many threats 
are indulged in. It is thought here that 
Anarchists have been allowed too much 
latitude in spreading the tenets of 
their belief, and henceforth the govern- 
ment should regard them as wild beasts 
to be destroyed on sight. 

Three more Anarchists have been are 
rested. The total number of the pris- 
oners is now thirteen. 


IN THE COMMONS. 


England's Policy as to Treaties of Arbitra- 
tion Explained. 

Lonpox, April 5.—[By Cable and As- 
In the House of Com- 
mons today Henry Labouchere asked 
whether, in view of the fact that the 
American Congress had authorized 
President Harrison to conclude treaties 
with other powers providing for arbi- 
tration of disputed questions, the 
government intended to communicate 
with the United States with the view of 
the negotiation of such a treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States. 

J. W. Lowther, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of tlre Foreign Office, replied that, 
in i888 Gladstone, then Premier, in re- 
plying to similar questions, said he was 
not prepared to do anything of the sort. 
Although he had the same opinion as 
Gladstone on this subject, the govern- 
ment did not desire to give such an ab- 
rupt statement of its views. For the 
government had, Mr. Lowther added, 
shown itsélf not to be adverse to re- 
ferring to arbitration several disputes 
that had arisen with foreign countries, 
but there are questions such As those 
involving territorial and other sovereign 
rights that the government could not 
pledge itself beforehand to submit to 
arbitration. 


A CITY SHAKEN UP. 


Territic Explosion at Petersburg Nine 
Men Killed.

Buildings were wiped out of 
existence. The remains of nine work- 
men employed in the factory were scat- 
tered to the winds. At first it was 
thought the Nihilists had begun their. 
work again and a panic prevailed till 
the true cause was made known. Ad- 
joining factories were greatly damaged 
and five workmen were hurt.

A Scare in Hawali. 

San Francisco, April 5.—The steamer 
Australia arrived today from Honolulu, 
She, brings advices that considerable ex- 
citement prevailed at the latter place 
on the morning of March 28, owing to 
the discovery of a barricade of sandbags 
which had been erected about the palace. 

A rumor spread that the revolution- 
ists under Wilcox were preparing ta 
make an attack. 

It was subsequently ascertained that 
the barricade had been arranged as part 
of the drill by troops guarding the 
palace.

MELBOURNE, April 5.—The inquest 
over the body of Mrs. Deeming, for 
whose murder Deeming is in custody, 
began today. Deeming sat in full view 
of the audience and seemed to enjoy 
the opportunity to give the people a 
chance to see him. The testimony went 
to show his connection with the murder, 
Deeming laughed loudly at different 
points in the testimony. 


Revolt in a Spanish Prison. 

Maprip, April 5.—A serious revolt 
has occurred among convicts in the 
prison at Granada. Gendarmes were 
called to quell the disturbance and fired 
upon the prisoners, killing or fatally 
wounding two.

An Epoch of Tornadoes, 

The middle western tier of States is 
certainly subjected to an unwonted and 
trying persecution from old Boreas this 
year. We had scarcely received full 
reports from the tornadoes of the first 
instant, When another wide-reaching 
storm was announced over the wires. 
The situation of people who are sub- 
jected to that sort of visitation twice in 
one week, and who must live in fear of 
a recurrence at any time is certainly 
deplorable. 

It is held by some that the' tornado in 
the Western States is a comparatively 
recent development. and that it is due 
in some mysterious way to the transcon- 
tinental railways and telegraph lines. 
They connect these storms with electrical 
action, and suppose that the lines ac- 
complish the mischief by transmitting 
currents to the interior of the country. 
We think that there is not much in this 
theory. 

To begin with, tornadoes in the West 
are not new. When the West was a 
howling wilderness they occurred. 
Evidences of their devastating work 
have been seen by many old woodsmen 
in the windrows through a forest, where 
for miles, the trunks of fallen trees 
were found lying cris-crossed in the ut- 
most confusion. Peopie who lived on 
the frontier in the early times describe 
these windrows as cut through a forest 
in a well-defined path a few yards, ora 
few rods wide, as though some Brobdig- 
nagian mower had gone along and laid 
the trees low with his scythe. This 
was undoubtedly the work of tornadoes. 
But, in the times when these events oc- 
curred, then no civilized races were liv- 
ing in the forests to report them. 

Nevertheless, it is a fact that torna- 
does are more frequent and more disas- 
trous in the Western and Southern 
States now than they were from the pe- 
riod of earliest settlement up to a few 
years ago. The reason for this we find 
inthe fact that these violent mete- 
orological disturbances recur in cycles. 
We are now in the midst of one of these 
cycles, It has already lasted several 
years and will probably last several 
years longer. There will probably come 
a long period when there will be few 
tornadoes—perhaps none at all. 

Those who believe in planetary mete- 
orology hold that these cycles are de- 
termined by the electric and magnetic 
influence of the planets acting upon the 
sun, and, in a reflex way, upon all the 
planets of the system. These disturb- 
ing influences occur probably at the 
equinoxes of the planets, and last for 
shorter or longer periods determined by 
the size and distance of the pianet in- 


under the influence of an equinox of the 
planet Saturn, and we are now ap- 
proaching an equinox of the planet Ju- 
piter. It may bethe joint influence of 
these two planets which is now causing 
the disturbances. An equinox of Sat- 
urn recurs ina period of nearly eight- 
een years; an equinox of Jupiter ina 
period of about six years. It is rarely 
that they happen simultaneously, but, 
for a long period they gradually ap- 
proach each other and for another long 
period they gradually recede from each 
other. In 1909 they will be closer to- 
gether than they are now. It would be 
well for people in the tornado belt to 
die or move out before that time.

Do you infer that the witnesses fear 
assassination?”’ :

At all events the police system in this 
city is such that no one can deny the 
danger one is subject to when he incurs

The Republicans of 
the House for the first time this session 
resorted to filibustering, and the enor- 
mous Democratic majority of two-thirds 
found it impossible to overcome the 
skillful tactics of Representative Bur- 
rows and force the Free Wool Bill to a 
vote. It has been rumored for some 
time that the Democrats would attempt 
to pass the Springer bill before the 
close of the legislative day, in order 
that it might have political effect in 
aiding the Democrats to carry Rhode 
Island. Whatever intentions there may 
have been some days ago of ‘rushing 
this bill throngh the House, there 
is no doubt that the plan was 
finally abandoned before the departure 
of Chairman Springer yesterday for 
Virginia Beach. It had been generally 
understood by members that it had been 
agreed by the Committee on Ways and 
Means, Democrats and Republicans 
alike, that immediately after the House 
went into committee of the whole a 
vote should be taken without debate on 
it. Mr. Burrows’s amendment, which 
was pending, was to strike out wools““ 
from the first section, and the effect of 
this amendment is intended to strike 
out the sense of the bill, but when Mr. 
McMillin closed the debate on the first 
section, limited to one hour, the Repub- 
licans moved that two hours be ac- 
corded. 

Pending the decision of the question, 
Speaker Crisp spoke sharply to Mr.

The extent of 
the storm was but hinted atin the earli- 
est reports. The blizzard continued 
most of the night around Miller, S. D., 
and snowdrifts eight feet deep are now 
to be seen.

Wreck of the West Indian and 
Her Captain’s Cruelty.

San Francisco, April 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] George Mooney, one 
of the firemen of the ill-fated steamer 
West Indian, arrived on the steamer 
San Juan today. He says that the West 
Indian was not wrecked by a tidal wave 
or earthquake, but was sunk by striking 
a sunken rock while being moved closer 
in shore at Acajutla. The vessel was 
lying so far out that great difficulty was 
experienced in loading herand Capt. 
Scott was requested to move the ship 
closer in to the iron pier. The steamer 
got under way about 9 o’clock in the 
morning and struck onthe reef before 
she had gone 100 yards. The sea was 
perfectly smooth at the time and the 
crew had no difficulty in reaching shore, 
After the vessel struck Capt. Scott put 
all hands to work and managed to save 
nearly 2000 bags of coffee, but nearly 
allof it was spoiled with salt water. 
The steamer soon after slid off the reef 
and now lies in deep water. * 

Mooney says that Scott is one of the 
worst men he ever sailed for. No 
sooner had the West Indian left San 
Francisco than he began abusing the 
crew, andthe story published in the 
newspapers on March 23 1s true in 
every respect. The boatswain and a 
stowaway were beaten by the captain 
and mate frequently. The passengers 
interferred, butthe answer they got 
was Mind your own business; I am 
running this ship.“ When the steamer 
reached San José de Guatemala seven 
of the sailors and three of the firemen 
were in double irons. The captain 
charged them with mutiny. The Brit- 
ish Consul investigated the case and at 
once ordered the men released, and 
they were paid off next day. The Con- 
sul told the crew if they preferred to 
stay by the vessel he would take Capt. 
Scott out of the ship and place another 
man in charge, but the men preferred 
to leave her. Capt. Scott paid all ex- 
penses of the investigation and gave 
$100 rather than go to trial.

Second Day’s Session of the 
County Institute. 


The Forencon Devoted to Work by 
the Several Sections. 
Practical Suggestions on Improving 
Present Methods.

Asthe hands of the great clock on 
the tower of the High school building

As you teach the 
child about the flowers, talk about the 
number of the petals; let the children 
discover that the bee has six legs, three 
on each side. Give no number drills in 
the abstract at first. Excessive drilling 
and repetition stupefies the child. 
Children learn numbers almost intu- 
itively, with their marbles and play- 
things. She prophesied that the time 
is not far distant when numbers 
as a special subject will be 
dropped from the programme of the 
first year. The lessons should be 
made interesting by the use of objects 
of interest to the child, not by beans 
and shoe-pegs entirely. Take candies, 
beads, Chinese coins, daisies and lilacs 
strung toget er, marbles, paper horses, 
cows, birds, monkeys, pictures of 
flowers, fruits and vegetables. These 
.can be obtained at no expense by send- 
ing for a quantity of floral catalogues 
-and cutting out the pictures. Take the 
labels of fruit cans for the pictures of 
fruit. Send toa poultry dealer for a 
quantity of catalogues and cut out the 
pictures of poultry. All these open up 
an illimitable fleld of resource and all 
appeal to the child's imagination. The 
objects themselves stimulate the child's 
thought. Miss Schallenberger showed 
samples ot these illustrations and 
passed about for the teachers’ inspec- 
tion some illustrated sketches done by 
her pupils. She warmly advocated the 
use of Palmer Cox’s brownie books as a 
valuable attribute in child teaching. 

A discussion followed, participated in 
by Miss Neukom of Pomona, Mrs. J. L. 
Smith and others. This part ofthe ex- 
ercise was seriously marred by the per- 
sistent talking in the back part of the 
room by a-gentleman(?) who kept up a 
running conversation in an undertone 
to a lady at his side almost continuously 
duting the discussion, to the great an- 
noyance of the teachers in that part of 
the room. This conduct on the part of 
a High school principal seems well-nigh 
‘ inexcusable, particularly in 4 meeting 
conducted by ladies, and is deserving of 
a severe rebuke. 

The second session of the forenoon 
began at 10:80, and the reporter 
dropped into section 2, where Dr. Win- 
ship gave a drill on arithmetic, which 
he pronounced the most essential study 
m the schoolroom. It comes under the 
classical devices of teaching. Diverg- 
ing slightly from his subject, he said 
that the modern device of the school 
should be to save the time and strength 
of the teachers. There isa need of 
some one to call a halt,“ he said, in 
this tendency to work a teacher to 
Geath, but I haven't time to save your 
lives now, and truth compels me to say,“ 
he continued; that I never saw a bod 
of teachers who seemed to be in so little 
need of my services in that respect; 
however, 1 don't lay it to the fact that 
you don’t work hard, but rather to cli- 
mate and an easy conscience.“ 

Dr. Winship, notwithstanding the bit 
ter attacks against the present system 


of public school teaching based on the | 


assumption that an effort is made to fit 
every child to the same frame regard- 
less of what the Lord made for him indi- 
vidually, expressed his firm opinion that 
the system of today is the highest edu- 
cational ideal the world ever saw. He 
held that it is bettertoteach fifty pu- 
pils at once than two, if the teacher has 
the ability, as he should have, to teach 
each for all and all foreach. There 
isthe same power and magnetism to 
the teacher who stands before a large 
class that there is to a lecturer who has 
the sympathy and inspiration of a 
thousand auditors. He doesn’t get that 
inspiration when he has an audience of 
two. Dr. Winship was especially em- 
phatic in denouncing the theory of ‘‘the 
average scholar’ which is the great 
curse of the school system. ‘‘There 
never was an average child born; there 
never will be, he exclaimed, and then 
proceeded to give the class of teachers 
atest in rapidity of addition to prove 
the folly of such a theory. Cards were 
passed about containing sets of figures 
and the teachers were set to work si- 
multaneously to add up as many num- 
bers as possible in a given time The 
number of sums added ranged all the 
Way from fifteen to eighty. The doctor 
heid that it was no sign of stupidity be- 
cause a 76 failed to be as quick as 
his neighbor in understanding a prob- 
lem. That same dull boy may excel in 
8 else in which the bright boy 
alls. 1 
A talk on fractions concluded the 
Boston professor’s 88 instruction, 
and Prof. French of Downey opened the 
discussion with-a plea for more thought 
work in arithmetic. He argued that 
there is a general lack of ability to rea- 
son on the part of the pupil. Caliing 
on several teachers to act as pupils he 
sent them tothe blackboard and well- 
illustrated his idea, calling out a some- 
what animated discussion, which was 
kept up till the noon bell rung. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. | 


The afternoon exercises were held in 


the assembly room, all sections coming 
together for a general session, 

Miss Emma L. Hawks, of the Los An- 
eles Normal School, presented a grace- 
ally written paper on ‘The Study of 

Englisb,’’ a subject sheis well prepared 
to deal with, as she is a most accom- 
piished teacher of English literature. 

J. F. West followed with a talk on

„The Mental Faculties and their Devel- 
opment,’ zud afterward Miss Patten 
told the story ef a gift which has been 
bestowed upon the teachers of Califor- 
nia—a howe for sick and worn-out 
teachers, at Las Caditas, about five 
miles from Pasadena. The generous 
donor is Miss Ada Gleason of Elmira, 
N. V. The membership fee is $5, each 
member to pay 50 cents per month 
while teaching toward the support of 
the Home. As soon as it becomes seif- 
supporting the institution will be en- 
tirely free to those who necd its shelter; 
until that time a nominal sum will be 
charged for board. A photograph of 
the home—a handsome Queen Anne 
structure, built at a cost of $9000— 
was exhibited. The grounds include 
one and a half acres. 

Dr. ‘Winship gave the final talk of the 
afternoon. His theme was principally 
on the home management of boys—boys 
of the uncomfortable ‘‘know every- 
thing’? age of 15. He pleaded for the 
early recognition of the manly inspira- 
tion which comes to a boy of that age, 
who for the first time has a revelation 
of life and its possibilities. 

Last evening the teachers attended a 
lecture by Donald Downie at Y.M.C.A. 
Hall on ‘‘Napolean Bonaparte,“ on 
special invitation of the lecturer. The 
lecture was illustrated by 150 colored 
engravings. 

The institute continues in session all 
day today, the three sections meeting 
at their separate rooms for special 
work during the forenoon, and the en- 
tire institute coming together in the 
afternoon for a general session when 
there will be three addresses as follows: 
‘‘Psychology as Applied to the Teacher,”’ 
Jacob I. Hill; A Teacher's Library,“ 
Superintendent W. S. Monroe; Philo- 
sophy of Education, Dr. A. E. Win- 
ship:

Upon motion of A. B. Hotchkiss, Esq., 
the case of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany (appellant) vs. Ramon Valla et 
al. (respondent) was continued for 
bearing. 

Counsel not appearing therein the 

tases of F. S. Chadbourne et al. (re- 
spondents) vs. F. E. Bateg, etc., (appel - 
lant) and Wheeler (appellant) vs. Tweed 
and Tweed (respondents,) were ordered 
dropped from the calendar.

The motion to dismiss the appeal in 
the case of Tower vs, McDonald was, de- 
bied.

W. Rodman, Esq., was also 
admitted upon motion of W. P. Gardi- 
ner, Esq., and presentation of license 
from the Court of Appeals of Ken- 
tucky. 

Upon application a writ of habeas 
corpus was ordered issued for Amos Ab- 
bott, returnable before the Court in 
bank, at 2 o'clock tomorrow (Thursday) 
afternoon. 

In Department Two of the Supreme 
Court, the respondent in the case. of 
Klauber et al. vs. the San Diego Street 
Car Company, was allowed twenty days’ 
time in which to file an additional brief. 

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

The trial of the Leffler murder case 
was resumed before Judge Smith in 
Department One yesterday morning, in 
the presence of a large number of in- 
terested spectators. 

The work of selecting two more jurors 
occupied counsel until 11 o'clock, when 
M. Fillmore and J. Baldwin were ac- 
¢epted, thus completing the panel. 

The defendants, Andrew Kandalec 
and Janon Kormos, a couple of surly- 

looking Slavs, who occupied seats be- 
hind their counsel, watched the pro- 
ceedings very closely, and followed the 
examination of each witness with an 
interest which belied the theory that 
they were unable to understand the 
English language, and it was very evi- 
dent that both understood what was 
going on. 

The first witness called by the vrose- 
cution was G. W. Pimer, a car inspec- 
tor in the employ of the Southern Paci- 
fic Company, residing at No. 206 South 
Chestnut street, East Los Angeles. He 
testified to the effect that he last saw 
Sam Leffler alive about 6 o’clock on 
Saturday evening, November 28 last. 
Next morning about 7 o’clock he saw 
Leffier’s body wedged in between some 
timbers in the north end 
nando Street yard, as if it had been 
thrown there. The deceased was lying 
face downwards, Upon lifting Leffier’s 
cap from his head the witness found 
the skull fractured by either a bullet or 
some sharp instrument. The body was 
still warm. There was blood about the 
spot, also a trail of blood leading from 
where he was found to an empty box- 
car on the track about twenty feet away. 

In front of the car were traces of a 
recent scuffle and more blood. There 
was no blood oozing from the wound. 

Sergt. J. R. Fletcher, of the police 
force, testified to the effect that on the 
day of the murder he had charge of the 
morning watch, and upon learning of 
the affair, made a cursory investigation. 
Following up a very slight clew he 
went toa restaurant at No. 1106 New 
Main street, and arrested both de- 
fendants there. Kormos, who was cov- 
ered with blood, had tied a to-vel round 
his head and was sitting in the kitchen, 
while Kandalec was outside. Upon 
searching the latter the witness found 
a bulldog pistol of 38 caliber upon his 
person, two of the chambers of which 
were empty, and hadevidently recently 
been discharged. Both men were con- 
veyed to the police station in the patrol 
wagon, 

J. W. Tolbert, an employé of the 
Southern Pacific Company, identified a 
revolver exhibited as one which he had 
loaned to Leftier.

tied to the effect that while on his 
way to work on Sunday morning, Nov- 
ember 23, he heard two shots in rapid 
succession He was then crossing the 
Downey avenue bridge, and as he passed 
under the electric light, he looked at 
his watch and found that it was seven 
minutes after 6 o’clock. The reports 
appeared to come from the cattle cor- 
ral near Buena Vista street; but as the 
witness concluded that some one was 
shooting birds, he didnot pay any atten- 
tion tothe matter, After oiling and 
fixing his engine up, he pulled out on 
the main track and about 7 o'clock 
backed up to the pile of bridge timbers 
where Leffier’s body was found, when 
his fireman jumped off to see what was 
the matter, 

R. H. Mullally, a car repairer, testi- 
fied to the effect that on Saturday even- 
ing, November 27, Leffler asked him to 
Wait until he lighted the gas in the 
waiting room, so that the 
home together.

Leffler or- 
dered the Slav to leave the yard, and he 
and the witness, finding two valises and 
some other packages hidden away in 
the timbers, picked them up and 
walked over the tracks to San 
Fernando street, where they de- 
posited them outside of th® Company's 
property. Kandalec, who followed 
them, was joined by Korenos, and the 
latter, oncoming upto the two men, 
asked Lefflerif he wanted to fight. 
Leffler wanted to know whether he 
should lick the intruders, but the wit- 
ness persuaded him notto have any 
more trouble with them, as his duty had 
been performed. The witness and Leff- 
ler then went home together. Next 
morning shortly after 6 o'clock the 
witness saw Leffler's body lying on the 
identical pile of timbers from which 
they had taken the valises on the pre- 
vious night. 

Mullally was cross-examined very 
closely by the defense, which attempted 
to prove that very intimate relations 
existed between the deceased and the 
witness, for the purpose of showing that 
he was biased in favor of Leffler as 
against the defendants. 

W. J. Johnson, an old rag-picker, 
proved to be a very important witness. 
He testified to the effect that on Sun- 
day morning, November 29, he was 
awakened from his sleep in the brush, 
near the corral, by the sound of voices 
in anger. He heard some one throw 
open acardoorandsay: Get out of 
here, and I'll fix you so that you won't 
come back any more. After some 
words, he heard a sound as of some one 
falling and a scuffle ensued. Then two 
shots were fired in quick succession, 
and all was quiet again. After waiting 
a few minutes the witness emerged 
from his hiding-place and saw the de- 
fendants standing by the car talking 
together. They soon afterward started 
up the tracks toward the river, walk- 
ing hurriedly. 

Mrs. Faunie Leffler stated that her 
husband went to work at 1 p.m. on Sat- 
urday, November 28, and came back to 
supper shortly after 6 o' clock, return- 
ing to work about 7 p.m., after which 
she never saw him alive again. 

Dr. E. A. Bryant, who held an autopsy 
upon Leffier’s body, reiterated his tes- 
timony as to the details of the same, 
given at the inquest and preliminary 
examination, and at the close of his 
evidence court adjourned for the day, 
the case going over until 10 o’clock this 
morning. 

THEE WING DIVORCE SUIT. 

The trial of the divorce suit of Robert 
S. Ewing vs. Emma A. Ewing, was re- 
sumed before Judge Shaw in Depart- 
ment Five yesterday morning, several 
witnesses being examined for both sides. 
The taking of testimony was concluded 
at noon, and after lunch the matter was 
argued and submitted to the Court. 
Judge Shaw in summing up. said: 

The law provides that no divorce shall be 

granted upon the uncorroborated state- 
ment ot either party. There must be cor- 
roboration as to any cause of divorce that 
is alleged before a divorce can be granted. 
In the case of the plaintiff in this action his 
own testimony makes a case which might 
be deemed cruel treatment. It hardly comes 
upto the standard of what is usually con- 
sidered cruel treatment. That is, it would 
naturally not be so, although he testifies it. 
did have a very serious effect upon his 
health. But he is uncorroborated in any 
particular, except by his son, who testifier 
to one occurrence which he did not see, but 
Saw some results; saw the father soon after 
the occurrence of the difficulty, when he 
received ascratch upon his face. That is 
aboutthe only actual corroboration there 
is. But,taking the case altogether, I do 
not think the case made out by him is suf- 
ficient to justify the Court in granting a 
divorce, 
In regard to the case made by the defend. 
ant, there is nocorroboration at all of her 
statements. Shéstands alone. Sothat the 
divorce cannot be granted upon her com- 
plaint. 

I suppose I might possibly make an order 
in this case concerning the custody of the 
children, but I do not see that the testi- 
mony shows either one of them is so unfit 
for the care and custody of the children as 
to 2 making such an order. It is 
plain, from the appearance and conduct 
of the children in the courtroom, that 
somebody has given them pretty good at- 
tention. They seem to be good children, 
well-behaved and well taken care of, and, 
so far as I can discover from their conduct 
here in the courtroom, they appear about 
equally attached to their father and to 
their mother. I can see no reason why 
either one of the parents is not as compe- 
tent to take care ot the children asthe 
other. Of course courts cannot make or- 
ders or decide ‘that the children shall have 
the best care that the world cay give to 
them. They have to receive such care as 
the parents whom they have give to them, 
and the fact that these children might pos- 
sibly be better situated than with either or 
both of their parents is a matter which I 
cannot remedy. I think the best course 
will be for these two persons to endeavor. 
to the best of their ability, to exercise the 
patience and the forbearance that their re. 
lations to each other demand. 

So far as the plaintiff is concerned, he 
married this woman, knowing that she had 
an infirmity in not being able to hear; and, 
whether he knew it or not, itis nevertheless 
the fact that that very infirmity is one 
which is calculated to make her perhaps 
harder to get along with, and which re. 
quires. more patience and forbearance on 
his part than if she had not been thus af- 
flicted. If she had any natural tendency to 
be irritable or disagreeable her infirmity 
would naturally exaggerate it. This does 
not justsfy him in asking to be relieved 
from the vows which he took. On the con- 
trary, it demands of him a much greater 
degree of forbearance than he otherwise 
would be called upon to exercise. 

Whether the defendant khew, at the time 
she married tbis plaintiff, that he was or 
was notin the habit of drinking, is a matter 
of some doubt under the evidence, as one 
testifies to one state of facts and the other 
to the other. But, in any event, I can only 
say that his habits in that particular are 
not sufficfent to justify the granting of a 
divorce. 
bitual drinker, and apparently his desires 
are not to be such, but when he does be- 
come intoxicated it is the result of the 
weakness of his nature, which 4s,.perhaps, 
to some extent exaggerated and made worse 
by the fact that his wife is not as agreeable 
as she might otherwise be. These are 
matters which the courts cannot remedy. 
The only thing we can do is to leave the 

arties as they are found, and that is the 

udgment of the Court in this case. 

The prayer of the complainant for di- 
vorce is refused and the prayer of the de- 
fendant for divorce is refused, and judg- 
ment rendered accordingly. 8 

FOR THE DEFENDANTS.- 

Judge Shaw rendered his decision in 
the case of John Mansfield vs. the Los 
Angeles and Pacific Railway Company 
et al. yesterday morning in accordance 
with ‘following brief opinion filed 
therein: 

The evidence in this case plainly discloses 
‘the fact that neither of the defendants has 
been in the possession of the premises de- 
scribed in the complaint at any time since 
September 10, 1889. This was long before 
the suit was commenced. The action is to 

recover possession of the land described. 
Ever since the said date the premises have 
been in the possession of Herman Silver as 
receiver of this courtin the action of the 
California Bank vs. the Los Angeles and Pa- 
cific Railway Company. He has at no time 
held it in bis individual capacity. Tue suit 
in which he was appointed receiver is still 
pending. His possession, while the suit is 
pending, is not the possession of either of 
the parties, but the possession of the court. 
There is nothing in either the title or bodv 
of the complaint to indicate that he js sued 
otherwise than personally. A judgment 
against him personally would not be bind- 
ing upon him as an officer of the court, and 
would be of no.avail to the plaintiff. And 
on the other hand there would be no jus-

THIRTY YEARS AFTER. 


Pittsburgh Landing. 


An Account of Gen. Bouton’s Famous 
Artillery Duel. 


What Was Said About It by the 
Confederates. 


Detying the Entire Army of the Enemy 
— 4 Snort, Bat Interesting Chap- 
ter of History of the 
Rebellion, 


Thirty years ago today, on April 6, 
1862, was begun the memorable battle 
of Shiloh, a locality so called from the 
church situated there on the Tennessee 
River in Hardin county, Tennes- 
see, between the Union forces 
under Gen. Grant and the Confed- 
erates under Gens. A. 8. John- 
ston and Beauregard. The battle is 
sometimes called that of Pittsburgh 
Landing. After the evacuation of 
Nashville the Confederate forces in the 
West were concentrated near Corinth, 
Miss., while Grant was preparing to 
move so as to cut off their communica- 
tions in Western Tennesee, On April 
1, with about 32,000 men, he reached 
Pittsburgh Landing, where he was to be 
joined by Gen. Buell. Johnston, who 
had about 45,000 men, moved from 
Corinth and attackd Grant on the morn- 
ing of the 6th. The attack fell first 
upon the divisions of W. T. Sherman 
and Prentiss, both of which were driven 
back, three regiments of the latter being 
captured and the whole army forced 
back almost to the landing. In the 
afternoon Buell’s advance appeared on 
the opposite bank, and a single division 
crossed while the battle was going on. 
Gen. Johnston was mortally wounded, 
and the command devolved upon Beau- 
regard, who assailed the Union center 
and left, on which most of the artillery 
had been concentrated and which were 
also covered by two gunboats. The at- 
tack was repelle l, and at night a bom- 
bardment was opened, which compelled 
the Confederates to retire alittle. The 
remainder of Buell's command crossed 
during the might, raising the Union 
force to about 45,000, Grant opened 
the action early on the morning of the 
7th by an artillery fire, before which 
the Confederates fell back. This was 
followed by a general assault, which 
was obstinately resisted. The action 
continued till 4 p.m., when the Confed- 
erates retreated, The Union loss, as 
officially reported, was 1700 killed, 
7495 wounded and 8022 prisoners; in 
all, 12,217.

AN ARTILLERY DUEL. 

In this connection it is especially 
apropos to speak ofthe notable artil- 
lery duel which 6cenrred at Pittsburgh 
Landing on Sunday, April 6, the first 
day of the battle between Bouton’s 
Chicago battery on the Union side and 
the Washington Artillery; No..4, of New 
Orleans, and Rogers’ Mississippi bat- 
tery on the side of the Confeder- 
ates. The report of the duel was first 
published inthe Chicago papers soon 
after the battle, and its republication 
will be of especial interest here on ac-

LOOKS LIKE BLACKMAIL. | 


A Japanese “Missionary” Behind the Bars 
at the City Prison. 
A Japanese who answers to the pict- 
uresque name of Risuke Ogasawara was 
arrested by Detective Bowler yesterday 
about noon and locked up at tbe city 
prison, on a charge of extortion or 
blackmail. 
For several days past Ogasawara, 
who, by the way, claims to bea Jap- 
anese missionary, has been hanging 
about the police station at odd inter- 
vals. He professed to be greatly inter- 
ested in the welfare of a Japanese pros- 
titute, who occupies a ‘‘crib’’ on Ala- 
meda street, and said that he wished to 
reclaim the girl from the life she has 
been leading and send her to the Jap- 
anese mission in San Francisco. 
The officers did not take much stock in 
the fellow, and cameto the conclusion 
that he would bear watching, as they 
were convinced that he wished to get 
possession of the girl for his own pur- 
poses. 
They were not mistaken, for yester- 
day Ogasawara went to the woman's 
place and demanded $80 at once. She 
did not have the amount, but gave him 
a railroad ticket and $9 in money, and 
Detective Bowler happening along, the 
‘Jap’? was turned over to him. 
It is not known what the relations 
between the man and the woman are, 
or what means were used to induce the 
woman to give him the money. These 
facts will probably come out in the ex- 
amination today.

Bouton's left front, which was promptly 
answered All other flring in the vicinity 
seemed for the time suspended, and inter- 
est centered in the result between the two 
opposing batteries. After the thundering 
combat had raged hot and furious for half 
an hour, Roger's Mississippi battery with 
four 24-pounder howitzers, took position 
and opened fire on Bouton’s right front at 
some 600 yards range, thus bringing him 
under a heavy cross fire at short ranze. 
Bouton then wheeled his right section of two 
guns, under First Lieutenant Harry Rogers, 
and broughtit to bear on the Mississippi 
battery and answered their fire shot 
for shot. Both batteries failing to 

rive him from the ridge, a brigade of Mis- 
sissippi infantry charged his battery in 
front, advancing between the two batteries 
onthe right and left, as before stated. 
This charge was met with guns double- 
shotted with cannister, which sent them 
back in broken disorder. The fight be- 
tween the three batteries was then con- 
tinued forsome time, when a brigade of 
Texas cavalry swung around to the ex- 
treme right and charged the battery. So 
it had then a brigade of cavalry on its right. 
the Washington artillery on its left and 
the Mississippi battery in front. The 
cavalry soon showed a distaste for 
canister and retired, The fight between 
the batteries, however, went on till the ap- 
proach of night, just as Bouton fired his 
last round of ammunition. Then he fell 
back to the main line, that old and well re- 
membered circular space in front of the 
Landing, taking off one disahled gun by 
hand and two (one disabled) with one pair 
of horseseach, the others having been 
killed or disabled. Bouton's battery had 
been reported captured some two hours be. 
fore, and when he turned up all right, and 
it was ascertained that he had successfully 
held the ridge against such fearful odds, 
such a cheer ot triamph went up as made 
the welkin ring. It meant victory for the 
morrow. 

The next day, with five guns resupplied 
with ammunttion, Botton’s battery made a 
dash across an old cotton field under a ter- 
rible fire of both infantry aad artillery and 
occupied and held a position from which 
two batteries had heen successively driven, 
and with canister at short range materi- 
ally aided in driving Breckinridge’s re.

tax and close the schools after a six month's 
term. 

“Granting that the trustees have been 
extravagant; granting that too many teach- 
ers are emplosed and that they are paid too 
high salaries, how is it going to help mat- 
ters to vote down this special tax? Won't 
it be cutting off our nose to spite our face? 
Why not rather come nobly to the scratch, 
face the music, pay the additional tax and 
thereby maintain Pasadena’e enviable rep- 
utation as an educational center, and then 
get in our work later by electing the right 
man to the position on the school board 
which will be left vacant next June. Then, 
with a reorganized board, it may réasona- 
bly be supposed that whatever way there 
may be to exercise greater economy and 
cut down present expenses will be taken 
advantage of, so thatif, as the anti-admin- 
istration people claim, a special tax is a 
useless extravagance, there will be no fur- 
ther need for one. This to me seems the 
simplest way of solving a knotty problem 
without detracting from the city’s reputa- 
tion as being the friend of schools and edu- 
cation.

Anent the article published in this col- 
uma few days ago relative to the city 
water works, the following facts contrib- 
uted by the City Engineer will be of inter- 
est: 

The monthly expense of operating is as 
as follows: For engineers, $110; fuel, 
$119.10; incidentals, $3.65; future re- 

airs, $2; superintending and collecting, 

50; total, $284.75. The revenue yielde 
fronr sale of water is $285. 

By reason of the wide distributiq of the 
water throughout thé city two watering 
carts may be dispensed with, thus saving 
$120 monthly, while the saving to the 
merchants and landlords through reduced 
insurance premiums is about $187.50 per 
month. The aggregate yield of the water 
works thus reckoned amounts to about 
$592.50, or an excess of $307.75 per month 
above operating expenses. Of this amount, 
of course, the .$187.50 saved tothe mer- 
chants finds no way into the city treasury, 
but many of those most largely benefited in 
this way are as yet off the listof city pat- 
rons. hen these and others who contem- 
plate doing so have subscribed to the works, 
already more than self-supporting, they 
will, much to the pleasure of our citizens, 
become seif-purchasing.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Regular Monthly Meeting of the 
Committee. 


— 


Reports of the Various Sub-commit- 
tees Presented. 


Feasibility of Issuing an Illustrated 
Pamphlet Discussed. 


Suggestions for Making an Attritctive 
Fruit Display—Contributions of Cu- 
rio Exhibits—Trees and 
Shrubs Wanted. 


The regular meeting of the Los An- 
geles County World’s Fair Committe 
was held in the rooms of the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday, with Chairman 
Forrester presiditg and Frank Wiggins 
acting as secretary. Members present: 
Messrs. Wells, Klokke, Forrester, Dun- 
ham, Teale, Lukens, Mosher and Wig- 
gins. 

The Finance Committee reported that 
the $250 set aside by the Supervisors 
as acontingent fund had been drawn 
and turned over to the treasurer of the 
committee, and that $150 had been 
drawn on this fund by the chairman of 
the committee for expenses during the 
month of March, of which $130.40, as 
per bills rendered, had been used, leav- 
ing a balance of $19.50 to the credit of 
the April allowance. 

The committee on World’s Fair litera- 
ture, through one of its members, Mr. 
Lukens, suggested the feasibility of 
publishing a large pamphlet wherein 
the resources of the six southern coun- 
ties could be properly illustrated. He 
thought, in this connection, that the 
cuts that were used in the Pasadena 

amphlet and those that are to be used 
n the Bureau of Information's new 
pamphlet could be used to advantage in 
getting up this World's Fair pamphlet 
and thus reduce the expense. In addi- 
tion to this he thought it would be ad- 
visable for each county or district to 
issue a small descriptive pamphlet, 
without illustrations, setting forth the 
particular advantages of certain locali- 
ties within the county, that could be 
distributed in connection with the large 
pamphlet. As the matter had been pre- 
viously referred by the same committee 
to the Southern California World’s Fair 
Association no action was taken. 

The committee on fruit trees, etc., re- 
ported securing twenty-one trees in the 
neighborhood ‘of Riverside that were 
being boxed ready for shipment to Pasa- 
dena, making a total of citrus trees se- 
cured by this committee to the present 
date of thirty-six. 

A resolution of thanks was passed to 


Mrs. Coronel for her donation. of twenty- | 


four varieties of shrubs and plants. and 
also to Mrs. Kate Spear for her dona- 
tion of ten rose trees. Thanks were 
also tendered Mr. G. O. Newman of 
Riverside for the donation of six navel 
orange trees out of his orchard. 

The committee on raisins, dried fruits, 
etc., reported favorable progress. 

The committee on cereals, wines, bee 
culture, etc., reported sending tothe 
principle grain-raisers in the county 
the printed instruction issued by the 
department relative to the manner of 
preparing this product for the World’s 
Fair exhibit. 

They also reported a receipt of a 
communication from the beemen of 
Southern California, asking the assis- 
tance of the committee to secure de- 
sirable space both in the State and de- 
partment buildings, stating that they 
would want 1000 square feet in the 
former building for theirexhibit. They 
also stated that when they got to work 
they would require financial aid and 
trusted that the committee would be 
able to.assist them. The matter was 
referred to the Southern California 
World’s Fair Association. 

The Committee on Irrigation reported 
the receipt of and application for space 
20x30, within which to make an ex- 
hibit fora new process of sub-irriga- 
tion, provided the committee would pay 
the expeuse of such an exhibit. The 
committee reported adverse to paying 
such expense, as they considered it 
purely an advertising feature. 

The Committee on Display reported 
that aneffort had been made on their 
part to secure illustrations and esti- 
mates on a suitable jar for displaying 
fruit in its natural state, and so far 
were unsuccessful in getting any satis- 
factory results, and recommended that 
the committee adopt the cylinder jar, 
with cut stopper, for fruits, and the 
inverted show bottle for grain, unless 
something more attractive was pre- 
sented before the fruit season opened. 
They also reported that the Secretary 
of the State Commission had repre- 
sented to the committee that he had 
submitted a plan to an eastern factory 
for making a jar thatthe State should 
adopt and thus have the exhibit of a 
uniform nature; but to date he had re- 
ceived no information whether he had 
succeeded in getting satisfactory terms, 
and as the fruit season is near at hand 
the committee were of the opinion that 
it would be running a risk to wait on 
the secretary much longer; and that it 
would be best to recommend that the 
Southern California World’s Fair Asso- 
ciation take up the matter and select 
such jars as they thought Southern Cal- 
ifornia should use, and if those recom- 
mended by this committee were not 
satisfactory to select some others. 

The Committee on Transportation re- 
ported that nothing farther than what 
was reported at the last meeting had 
been done, as the chairman had not suc- 
ceeded in meeting the railroad ‘officiais. 

The reports of the committees were 
received and ordered filed. 

Under the head of new business a 
committee of seven, consisting of 
Messrs. Forrester, Wells, Mosher, 
Klokke, Teale, Lukens and Dunham, 
was appointed to meet with the Super- 
visors and arrange for the balance of 
the World’s Fair appropriations for 
next year. 

Messrs. Wells and Klokke were ap- 
pointed as delegates to represent this 
committee at the convention to be held 
in San Francisco the 20th of this 
month, wherein the progress made in 
World’s Fair matters throughout the 
State are to be discussed by delegates 
from the several World’s Fair commit- 
tees in the State. 

A communication was read from the 
Ladies’ Annex, asking an appropria- 
tion of $500 to assist them in prepar- 
ing an exhibit of silk culture and pay 
the expenses of making a set of orange- 
wood furniture and the preparation of 
a marble slab to be sent on as their do- 


nation toward the erection of the 
Women's building. The communication 
was referred to the Committee on Art 
and Literature. 

Bills tothe amount of $180.40 were 
allowed and ordered paid. The com- 
ga then adjourned to meet April 

At the above meeting Mr. Lukens re- 
marked that he could contribute in the 
shape of curio exhibits the original gun 
used by John Brown at Harper's Ferry, 
for which he would not take less than 
$10,000, a tree chair of natural ginger 
wood from Corea, and a collection of 
Indian baskets representing some sixty 
different tribes. He also donated tothe 
committee eight bearing orange trees, 
a number of palms, and stated that he 
was preparing several groups of calla 
lily bulbs for decorating the grounds. 

Any parties wishing to donate a tree, 
flower, shrub or bush for the Southern 
California exhibit will confer a favor 
by sending their names to the secretary 
of the committee at the Chamber of 
Commerce and the committee will see 
that boxes are furnished and the article 
taken up and properly cared for and 
sentto Chicago next year with a tag 
attached bearing the name and addres 
of the donor.
